ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 


To  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Reece,  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  twenty-fifth 
Annual  Report,  which  lias  to  be  prepared  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  and  which  deals 
with  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district,  specifying 
its  administration  and  vital  statistics,  together  with  many  other 
matters,  such  as  social  conditions  and  general  information 
relating  to  the  area,  housing  activities  and  developing  schemes 
under  the  Housing  Acts,  water  supplies,  sewerage,  the  incidence 
of  infectious  disease,  and  such  other  information  as  is  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

As  stated  before,  in  all  my  previous  Annual  Reports,  the 
district  is  rural,  and  its  chief  pursuit  is  farming  and  agriculture. 
Milk  production,  for  sale,  is  largely  carried  on.  Cheese  is  not 
made,  and  butter  for  sale  is  produced  to  some  extent  in  the 
district.  There  is  a fair  amount  of  corn  grown  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  district.  In  Glanconway  there  is  considerable 
amount  of  market  gardening. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  1938  was  96 — 50  males  and  46  females — giving  a birth 
rate  of  15.20  per  1,000  of  the  resident  population,  compared 
with  15.1  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the  96  births 
3 were  illegitimate — 1 male  and  2 females.  There  were  7 still- 
births— 4 males  and  3 females — one  male  was  illegitimate. 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  1938  was  75 — 42  males  and  33  females — giving  a death 
rate  of  11.87  per  1,000.  Of  this  number  5 males  and  5 females 
were  non-residents — persons  who  lived  in  places  outside  the 
district— and  they  have  to  be  deducted.  On  the  other  hand,  4 
resident  males  and  12  females  died  in  places  and  institutions  and 
hospitals  outside  the  district,  and  they  have  to  be  included. 
Thus  the  nett  or  “ corrected  ” death  rate  is  81 — 41  males  and 
40  females — giving  a death  rate  of  12.92  per  1,000  of  the  resi- 
dent population,  compared  with  11.6  per  1,000  for  England  and 
Wales. 

There  were  7 stillbirths — 4 males  and  3 females.  Legiti- 
mate, 3 males  and  3 females;  1 male  illegitimate. 

Table  Til  gives  the  causes  and  ages  at  death. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  3 
— 2 males  and  1 female.  This  gives  a death  rate  per  1,000  births 
of  31.2,  compared  with  53.  per  1,000  for  England  and  Wales. 

Table  IV  deals  with  the  causes  of  death. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  40  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year  (excluding  tuberculosis  from  this  category)  : 17  cases 
of  diphtheria,  15  of  scarlet  fever,  5 of  pneumonia,  and  3 of  puer- 
peral pyrexia. 

Table  II  gives  further  information  regarding  these  cases, 
with  ages  and  distribution  in  the  different  parishes. 

ZYMOTIC  MORTALITY. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  diphtheria ; none  from  typhoid  or 
paratyphoid.  Measles  and  mumps  were  very  prevalent  in  the 
district.  No  deaths  occurred  from  whooping  cough;  one  from 
influenza ; none  from  acute  polio-myelitis,  cerebro-spinal  menin- 
gitis, or  encephalitis  lethargica,  which  is  satisfactory.

Asaph  was  21. 
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One  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  2 of  diphtheria,  from  Gian 
Conway,  were  admitted  to  Groesynyd  Fever  Hospital  in  Conway, 
3 cases  of  diphtheria  to  the  Colwyn  Bay  Fever  Hospital,  St.  Asaph 
Isolation  Hospital  being  overful. 

SUMMARY  OF  NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS  IN'  THE 

DISTRICT. 

There  are  live  District  Nurses  (qualified)  in  different  centres 
or  parishes  in  the  district.  Gian  Conway  has  a nurse  of  its  own. 
Llaneiian  is  joined  to  Bettws.  The  district  being  very  mountain- 
ous and  scattered,  and  houses  far  apart,  nurses  have  to  travel 
long  distances,  with  motor  cycles  and  motor  cars.  They  have 
been  of  great  benefit  to  those  parishes  which  have  been  able  to 
maintain  them.  In  some  districts  two  or  three  parishes  join  to- 
gether, and  are  thus  able  to  support  one  nurse  between  them, 
the  nurses  do  a deal  of  general  nursing  and  dressing,  and  much 
of  the  midwifery.  The  district  is  at  present  well  supplied  with 
District  Nurses. 


CLINICS 


AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


A Welfare  House  is  shortly  to  be  opened  in  Middle  Lane, 
Denbigh,  where  the  following  Clinics  will  be  held: — 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE,  on 
alternate  Wednesdays,  from  1-30  to  3-30  p.m.,  attended  by  Dr. 
W.  McKendrick,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,  Colwyn  Bay,  Assistant  M.0.1T. 
for  the  County. 


ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  on  alternate  Wednesdays,  10-30 
a. m.  to  12-30  p.m.,  attended  by  Dr.  Owen  V.  Jones,  M.D., 
F.R.C.S.,  Gynaecologist  under  the  Denbighshire  County  Council. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC,  also  on  alternate  Wednesdays 
10-30  a. m.  to  12-30  p.m.,  when  Nurses  from  Gobowen  Hospital 
attend  to  treatments.  Dr.  Partridge  and  Mr.  Watson  Jones, 
F.R.C.S.,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  will  pay  quarterly  visits. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

(1).  TUBERCULOSIS. — No  private  institution  is  provided 
in  the  district  for  tuberculosis,  but  patients  who  cannot  afford 
treatment  in  private  institutions  are  well  provided  for  by  the 
King  Edward  VII  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  (Den- 
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bighshire  aud  Flintshire  area),  whose  Medical  Officers  visit 
clinical  centres  at  Denbigh  and  lthyl,  where  patients  from  the 
district  are  examined  and  suitable  cases  are  sent  to  institutions 
provided  for  them  in  North  Wales  and  elsewhere. 

(2).  MATERNITY. — There  are  Maternity  Wards  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institutions  at  Ruthin,  also  at  Denbigh  Infirm- 
ary. 


(8).  THEBE  ABE  COTTAGE  HOMES. 

(.4).  FEVEH. — For  fever  cases  the  Isolation  Hospital  at 
St.  Asaph  is  available.  It  was  originally  erected  by  the  St. 
Asapli  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board  and  opened  in  1929, 
and  was  established  by  the  following  Councils:  Aled  B.D.C., 
Abergele  Urban  Council,  Denbigh  Borough  Council,  Prestatyn 
U.D.C.,  St.  Asaph  li.D.C. 

The  accommodation  was  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  above 
combined  districts,  but  during  recent  years  a large  number  of 
cases  were  admitted  from  outside  the  district,  with  the  result 
that  it  has  become  necessary  to  enlarge  the  Hospital  so  as  to 
include  new  constituent  authorities.  The  necessary  scheme  for 
its  enlargement  had  to  be  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  by  the  Flintshire?  and  Denbighshire  County  Councils  for 
sanction.  Now  six  new  constituent  authorities  are  embraced 
and  included  in  the  new  combination  of  authorities  in  Flintshire. 
The  following  are  the  new  authorities:  Buckley,  Connah’s  Quay, 
Flint,  Holywell  Bural,  Holywell  Urban,  and  Mold.  So  now 
there  are  eleven  public  bodies  in  the  combination. 

The  new  extensions  are  being  rapidly  carried  out.  Mr.  F. 
A.  Boberts,  chartered  architect,  of  Mold,  has  given  me  a descrip- 
tion of  the  building  work  now  in  progress  at  the  Hospital  and 
designed  to  provide  additional  accommodation  for  both  patients 
and  staff.  To  carry  out  the  extensions  it  was  necessary  to  acquire 
an  additional  If  acres  of  land.  The  Board  have  had  interviews 
with  the  Buthin  Borough  Council  and  Ruthin  B.D.C.  as  to  the 
terms  of  their  inclusion  as  constituent  authorities,  and  if  they 
also  agree  to  join  in,  the  second  22  bed  block  referred  to  in 
the  following  report  will  possibly  be  built. 

The  Beport  states: — “ That  for  the  patients  is  provided  for 
in  a 22-bed  combined  pavilion  and'  cubicle  block.  This  is 
divided  into  a male  and  female  section,  each  of  which  contains 
five  single  cubicles  and  a six-bed  ward,  all  of  which  are  under 
observation  from  two  duty  rooms.  It  is  almost  certain  that 
sanction  will  shortly  be  given  for  the  second  22-bed  block  to  be 
commenced.  The  existing  cubicle  block  also  has  been  enlarged 
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by  the  addition  of  three  further  cubicles.  The  present  admin- 
istrative block,  with  the  addition  of  the  new  wings,  will  contain 
27  bedrooms  and  also  sitting  rooms  for  nurses  and  maids,  together 
with  a large  dining  room  for  nurses.  A private  suite  is  provided 
for  the  Matron.  The  kitchens  and  stores  are  being  enlarged  so 
as  to  deal  effectively  with  the  increased  demand.  The  heating  of 
the  whole  Hospital,  new  and  existing,  is  to  be  done  from  a new 
centralised  boiler  house,  which  will  also  contain  caloribers  for  the 
hot  water  supply  and  a boiler  to  provide  steam  for  sterilizing 
and  cooking.  This  work,  when  completed,  should  provide  a well 
equipped  up-to-date  isolation  hospital,  ready  to  serve  its  newly 
increased  areas  most  efficiently.” 

(5).  SMALL  POX. — Xo  provision. 

((d).  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS.— The  JJenbiirb  Infirmary  is 
within  convenient  distance  of  the  district,  and  is  made  use  of  on 
the  Denbig.ii  side.  On  the  Abergele  side  n the  district  the  lioyal 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Rhyl,  and  tne  War  Memorial  Hospital,  Rhyl, 
take  in  surgical  cases,  being  within  easy  reach.  At  the  Denbigh 
Infirmary  there  are  a few  free  beds,  but  any  surgical  cases  will 
be  admitted  at  a maintenance  fee  of  £1:5:0  per  week,  and 
maternity  cases  30/-  per  week.  At  the  Rhyl  Hospitals  the  fees 
are  higher.  There  is  also  the  West  Denbighshire  Hospital  at 
Colwyn  Bay  for  that  side  of  the  district.

(a)  For  infectious  cases  a hired  motor  ambulance  is  em- 
ployed. (b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  there  is  a 
motor  ambulance  on  hire  from  a private  motor  garage  at  Rhyl. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  paid  for  those  who  cannot 
bear  the  expense,  and  so  also  is  diphtheria  antitoxin. 

CHEMICAL  WORK. 

Analyses  of  water  supplies  are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  when  required. 

DISTRICT  STAFF. 

The  Staff  of  the  A led  Rural  District  Council  consists  of  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time,  an  M.D..  M.R.C.S.,  L.S.A.. 
D.P.H.),  a Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  (F.S.I.A.,  Cert. 
U.S.I.L  and  a Clerk.  For  the  combined  Hospital  district  a Clerk 
and  Secretary,  a Steward  and  Collector,  together  with  the  fob 
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lowing  staff  at  the  Isolation  Hospital: — Miss  Williams,  Matron , 
who  is  an  S.R.N.  and  S.C.M.,  registered  and  with  fever  trained 
experience;  a stall  nurse,  assistant  nurses,  and,  when  required, 
v\  hen  the  Hospital  is  very  full  and  much  night  nursing  is  neces- 
sary, extra  temporary  nurses;  also  4 probationary  nurses,  a cook 
and  a laundress,  3 ward  maids,  and  a porter  gardener. 


DISINFECTION. 


Arrangements  for  disinfection  can  be  made  as  required  with 
t lie  Hospital  Steward.  A Washington  Lyon  disinfecting  apparatus 
in  the  Hospital  grounds  is  used  as  required.

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE 

AREA. 


1. — (i)  Water. 


P.ETTWS-YN-RHOS  and  LLANFAIR  TALHAIARN. — The 
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works  of  water  supply  in  the  two  parishes  have  been  well  main- 
tained, and  are  as  stated  in  previous  reports. 

CEFN. — The  works  of  water  supply  have  proved  very  satis- 
factory, the  water  being  of  excellent  quality  and  adequate  for 
the  need  of  the  parish. 

LLANELIAN. — Some  progress  has  been  made  by  the 
Borough  of  Colwyn  Bay  in  the  preparation  of  their  scheme  for 
extending  their  supply  to  the  boundary  of  this  parish.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  able  to  extend  the  supply  to  the 
village  in  the  near  future. 

LLANSANTFFRAID. — The  Council  have  replaced  the 
1-inch  pipe  main  supplying  houses  between  the  village  and 
Groesffordd  Farm  with  l|-inch  main,  the  old  main  being  too 
small  and  corroded.  The  boosting  station  erected  by  the  Conway 
and  Colwyn  Bay  Joint  Water  Supply  Board  has  injuriously 
affected  the  pressure  of  water  available  in  the  upper  portions  of 
the  parish.  The  attention  of  the  Board  has  been  drawn  to  this 
matter. 

TBEFNANT — .As  previously  stated,  the  supply  in  the 
village  has  been  satisfactory,  except  at  Greenfield,  in  the  highest 
part  of  the  village,  as  before.  As  to  the  extension  of  the  water 
supply  to  isolated  farms  and  houses  in  the  upper  parts  of  the 
parish,  extending  from  Greenfield  to  Pencaedu,  Penpalmant  and 
Penucha’r  Green,  the  Council  have  agreed  to  secure  expert  advice 
for  supplying  water  to  this  area. 

LLANNEFYDD. — The  Council  engaged  a water  diviner  to 
locate  springs  near  the  village.  Excavations  were  carried  out  as 
directed  by  him,  and  a supply  of  water  was  found.  Concrete 
walls  were  constructed  to  support  the  ground,  and  a short  length 
of  water  main  was  laid  to  tap  the  water,  but  I fear  this  supply 
is  too  small  for  the  village.  Tenders  have  been  invited  for 
conveying  a supply  throughout  the  village.  Water  was  obtained 
from  a well  which  is  not  properly  protected  from  pollution. 

LEANS  ANN  AN. — The  supply  of  water  in  the  village,  and 
also  to  the  hamlet  of  Tan-y-fron,  has  been  satisfactory.  The 
supply  of  water  to  the  school  and  cottages  near  Clwt  Farm  has 
not  been  quite  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  small  tank  on  the  water 
main  not  being  fenced  to  prevent  pollution  by  cattle.  The  atten- 
tion of  the  County  Education  Authority  has  been  drawn  to  the 
matter,  and  they  have  given  instructions  to  the  School  Managers 
to  do  the  work  required, 
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(ii.)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  important  extensions  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

'Hie  effluent  from  the  sewerage  works  at  Trefnant  has  not 
been  satisfactory.  The  ditch  receiving  the  effluent  was  cleared 
out  by  the  Council  as  far  as  the  main  ditch  on  Perthewig  Farm. 
The  Council  have  agreed  to  secure  expert  advice  on  sewage  dis- 
posal works. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  been  able  to  provide  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Bettws-yn-Rhos,  Llanelian,  Llannefydd, 
Tan-y-Fron,  and  Llansannan,  owing  to  the  heavy  cost  they 
would  involve. 

2.  — Rivers  and  Streams. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Council  have  been  successful 
in  their  negotiations  for  securing  a refuse  tip  in  a suitable  position 
to  prevent  the  dumping  of  refuse  on  the  bank  of  the  river  Aled 
at  Llansannan. 

3.  — (i.)  Closet  Accommodation. 

Practically  all  the  privies  within  a reasonable  distance  of 
sewers  have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  About  90  per 
cent,  of  the  closet  accommodation  where  no  sewers  are  available 
are  of  the  privy  type  with  fixed  receptacles,  the  remaining  10  per 
cent,  being  of  the  privy  type  with  movable  receptacles. 

(ii.)  Public  Cleansing. 

A Scavenging  System  was  established  during  the  year  for 
Abergele  Rural,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  adop- 
tion of  a similar  system  for  the  village  of  Llansannan. 

(iii.)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  included  under 
Article  19  of  the  Sanitary  Officers  Order,  1926. 

(iv.)  Shops. 

No  action  has  had  to  be  taken.

No  action  was  found  neoessarv  during  the  year  for  the  eradi- 
cation of  bed-bugs.  Generally,  the  tenants  of  Council  houses 
keep  their  houses  particularly  clean — much  better  than  they  did 
the  unfit  houses. 

4. — Schools. 

lib  yd  gated  Council  School  was  found  in  a defective  state. 
A special  report  was  prepared  on  this  school,  as  follows: — “ It 
was  found  that  there  was  no  water  supply,  consequently  it  is 
difficult  to  have  sanitary  conditions  such  as  washing  basins  and 
so  forth.

SECTION  E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  farms  and  dairies  have  been  inspected,  and  pressure  has 
been  put  on  several  cow-keepers  to  re-condition  their  cowsheds  to 
comply  with  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  and  The  Milk 
Designations  Orders,  1936  and  1938.  While  a higher  standard 
of  cleanliness  prevails  in  the  district,  there  is  much  to  be  done, 
both  as  to  the  buildings  and  as  to  cleanliness  to  produce  milk 
free  from  bacteria  and  bacilli.  Samples  of  milk  are  collected  for 
analysis  by  the  County  Food  Inspector,  and  details  of  the  work 
done  are  attached  to  this  report. 

Pasteurised  milk  has  been  heated  al  145°  Fahr.  for  30 
minutes  to  destroy  any  disease  germs. 

Tuberculin  Tested  milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed 
the  tuberculin  test  for  freedom  from  tuberculosis. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Pasteurised)  is  tuberculin  tested 
milk  which  is  also  pasteurised. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified)  is  tuberculin  tested  milk 
which  is  buttled  on  the  farm. 

Accredited  Milk  comes  from  cows  that  have  passed  a veterin- 
ary inspection,  but  not  a test  for  tuberculosis. 

All  these  milks  are  periodically  tested  for  cleanliness.  They 
can  only  be  sold  under  a licence  from  a local  authority. 

Milk  may  be  sold  without  a special  designation,  but  the 
designations  shown  above  are  the  only  ones  that  are  officially 
recognised. 
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Pasteurised  Milk. — Licences  for  this  have  to  he  issued  by  the 
Bural  Council,  but  so  far  no  application  has  been  received.  The 
milk  .has  to  be  treated  by  heating  it  up  to  from  145  to  150  F.,  held 
at  this  temperature  for  half  an  hour,  and  then  immediately  cooled 
to  not  more  than  55  F.  This  process  has  to  be  carried  out  in  a 
suitable  plant.  This  milk  also  has  to  comply  with  a certain 
standard  of  analysis  with  regard  to  bacteria.  The  price  of  the 
licence,  to  produce  this  milk  is  one  guinea. 

(b)  Meats  and  Other  Foods. 

The  meat  produced  in  the  area  is  of  high  quality.  The 
slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls,  vehicles,  and  places  where  food 
is  prepared  are  inspected  periodically.

GENERAL. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria. 

The  scheme  of  immunization  against  diphtheria  was  put  in 
operation  in  the  last  week  of  November  and  finished  early  in 
this  year.  Diphtheria  Toxoid,  alum  precipitated,  diphtheria  pro- 
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phylactic,  of  Parke  Davis  & Co.,  London.  Two  doses  were 
given — 0.1  c.c.  the  first  time  and  0.5  c.c.  in  a fortnight  after. 
This  procedure  is  said  to  give  a higher  percentage  of  immunity 
than  the  single  dose  method,  and  to  be  safer  with  hyper-sensitive 
children.  This  method  proved  very  successful,  as  no  untoward 
reaction  followed  the  immunization  of  472  children  in  18  scattered 
schools  in  this  rural  area.  Diphtheria  immunization  is  said  to 
be  nearly  100  per  cent  successful  in  preventing  the  disease.  It 
aims  at  protecting  the  community,  and  no  case  of  diphtheria 
has  occurred  since. 


As  this  immunization  is  not  compulsory,  the  following  letter, 
in  English  and  Welsh,  was  sent  to  masters  of  all  the  schools 
with  a view  to  getting  the  parents'  consent  for  their  children  to 
be  treated,  and  I may  add  that  nearly  all  the  children  (except  a 
few  who  had  been  treated  privately)  were  dealt  with : — 

“ Aied  Rural  District  Council. — Immunization  against 
Diphtheria. — As  you  will  know,  diphtheria  is  a very  dangerous 
disease  and  kills  thousands  of  young  people  during  a year,  and 
its  after-effects  leave  a large  number  of  others  incapacitated  for 
life.  It  is  a very  infectious  disease,  and  is  frequently  contracted 
in  the  most  unexpected  manner  and  places.  Fortunately,  it  has 
been  definitely  proved  that  children  can  be  efficiently  protected 
against  having  the  disease  by  ‘ Immunization,’  which  simply 
means  the  injection  of  a few  drops  of  fluid  under  the  skin  of  the 
arm  on  two  occasions  (fourteen  days  between  the  two  injections). 
The  method  is  harmless,  and  there  is  no  pain  and  no  scar.  By 
this  method,  about  95  per  cent  of  the  children  done  are  pro- 
tected against  having  the  disease  for  several  years,  some  for  life, 
and  the  remainder,  if  they  do  contract  the  disease,  would  only 
have  it  in  a very  mild  form.  It  takes  at  least  two  months  after 
the  injections  for  the  protection  to  develop.  Therefore  it  is 
highly  important  for  the  child  to  be  immunized  as  early  as 
possible.  The  Rural  District  Council  offer  this  service  FREE 
OF  ALL  COST  to  your  child,  and  arrangements  will  he  made 
for  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  visit  all  schools  within  the 
rural  district  in  order  to  give  these  injections  to  all  children  of 
5 years  of  age  and  over  whose  parents  agree.  All  children  under 
5 years  of  age  can  be  done  at  the  County  Clinics  as  arranged  by 
the  County  Council.  The  Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Denbigh, 
Abergele  and  Colwvn  Bay.  Parents  with  children  under  5 should 
communicate  with  Dr.  H.  Anvel  Thomas,  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Wrexham. — HENRY  LLOYD,  M.D.,  D.P.H.,

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Housing. 

Under  the  housing  scheme  good  progress  was  made  with  re- 
housing and  the  erection  of  8 new  houses  at  Bettws-yn-PJios,  8 
at  Llanfair  T.H.,  and  2 at  Llansannan,  while  schemes  are  con- 
templated for  the  erection  of  16  more  at  Llansantffraid,  8 or  10 
at  Llanuefvdd,  8 at  Trefnant,  and  Gat  Abergele  Rural. 

After  Care  Treatment  Committee  for  Tuberculosis. 

It  is  very  important  that  this  Committee  should  be  re-formed. 
It  started  very  well  a few  years  ago,  and  was  doing  very  well 
indeed.  Such  Committees  are  working  splendidly  in  many  towns 
and  districts,  and  one  would  be  of  great  service  in  our  district, 
as  it  would  be  able  to  consider  all  problems  such  as  bousing, 
clothing,  extra  nourishment,  employment,  public  assistance,  bed 
clothing,  shelters  and  miscellaneous  matters.
